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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of 3, 4, 8, 10 and 13-15 and species H, claim 9 
in the reply filed on 08/08/2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
claims 1 and 9 are generic; therefore, 5-7, 1 1 and 12 should be included. This is not 
found persuasive because claims 5-7, 11,12 represents for different species, which is the 
shape of the filament. Since the shapes of the filament are not obvious variants, 
searching for all the variants creates a serious burden on the Examiner. Since claim 2 
depends on claim 1 and the elected claims 3 and 4 depend on claim 2, claim 2 is included 
in the group of claims 1-4, 8 and 13-15. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. It is unclear whether the term "bi-axial orientation" is used to define a result of an 
extruding process or a molecular structure of a final product of a filament. In filament 
manufacturing, the term "bi-axial orientation" is used to describe the arrangement of 
layers of filaments of a final filament product. All elected claims will be examined based 
on the definition in the Specification which is "bi-axial orientation" is a result of an 
extruding process. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
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3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this OflFice action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, pubhshed under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Legrand (US Pub. 2005/0188547 Al), See Fig. 3. 



Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3, 4, 8-10 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Legrand. 

Legrand teaches the invention substantially as claimed except for type of plastic 
being used to make a filament. Using extruded plastic material to make a filament is well 
known in the art. Choosing a high molecular weight orientable plastic to make a filament 
to achieve a desired strength of a filament is routine skill in the art. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art to use a high molecular weight orientable 
plastic to make a filament since such practice involves in routine skill in the art. 
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Since Applicant defines "bi-axial orientation" as a result of an extruding process, 
Legrand meets the claims. 

Conclusion
